One of the boys in a group playing outside school 
evidently clouted a pitch farther than anticipated. 
But inside the school all is not q u ie t In fact 
it's been quite a beehive during the sum m er va­ 
cation period because school’s still in session. Sum­ 
m er school that is. 
While tho boys play baseball out on the play­ 
ground, there’s 723 boys and girls inside busily 
concentrating on the three R’s— reading, ’riting 
and 'rithm etic. 


Hardly A Vacation 


For these boys and girls half the sum m er va­ 
cation is hardly a vacation. From 8 a.m . to noon— 
Monday through F riday — they spend their time 
poring over hooks while their classm ates and 
neighbors are outside enjoying fun and play. 
The 723 boys 
and 
girls 
attending sum m er 
school at Wilson High have one overall objective 
—to m ake up credits which they failed to achieve 
during the past school term . To them , sacrificing 
half their sum m er vacation m ay some day make 
the difference A tw een success and failure in their 
adult lives. 
T’he sum m er school students m ainly come from 
Bristol Township and Tullytown Borough, the two 
m unicipalities com prising the Delhaas Joint School 
D istrict. However, boys and girls from Bensalem, 
Middletown and Falls Township are enrolled in the 
program which started June 25 and concludes 
Aug. 8. 


Morning Classes 


Classes begin at 8 a.m . in 18 classroom s of 
Wilson High with a break after the first course 
at IO. The second course starts at 10:10 a.m . and 
the school day ends at 12:10 p.m. 
Tin* sum m er school program , now in its second 


year, is com prised basically of three categories— 
regular, makeup and enrichm ent courses. 
In the regular courses, students are striving 
for credits in order to advance them selves during 
the next school year. For instance, if a student 
who may he taking geom etry next year and doesn t 
have algebra, will be taking algebra during tho 


sum m er school. 
Those taking makeup courses generally are 
pupils, who during the past school term , have 
failed subjects and are going to sum m er school 
to m ake up the credits. By making up the credits 
during the sum m er they will be able to pass to a 
higher grade come September. 
The enrichm ent course offers college-bound 
students an opportunity to either refresh them ­ 
selves in certain subjects or gain additional credits 
in advanced areas. 


So Special Courses 
Courses include languages, science, m athem a­ 
tics, and business. There are no special courses 
such as home economics, a r t s , m usic and physical 
education. 
Sum m er school students can, however, enjoy 
swimming in the afternoon as the Delhaas School 
District conducts a sum m er program under the 
direction of George Ingram . After their lessons, 
the boys and girls can go to their neighborhood 
playground in the afternoon and then be transport­ 
ed to the Wilson pool for swimming instructions. 
Jam es ll. McGoldrick, adm inistrative assistant 
in charge of the sum m er school program , related 
that the program is for junior high and senior high 
students. 
Cost of each course is $15 for residents of 
Bristol Township and Tullytown with the sudents* 
fees being refunded if they attend ‘.Kl per cent of 
the classes and pass the course. 
The cost of each course is $20 for students who 
do not live in Bristol Township or Tullytown Bor­ 
ough. These students are not eligible for a refund.
